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Ancient Seals.—Part Il. 


NDER enother head- 
ing come the seals 
of cathedrals mon- 
astic and collegiate 
foundations, of 
which there are 
many beautiful 
examples. The 

are dealt with in 

the following remarks, cathedral seals 
heing reserved for more detailed treat- 
ment later on. 

Beginning with the XIth century, 
eight claim attention for their 
representations of Norman architecture. 
\hbotsbury Abbey in Dorset. has a church 
upon ifs seal showing a poreh and two 
fowers; at Athelney in Somerset the 
church is seen from the south side. The 
oval seal of Chertsey (Fig. XVII.) shows 
its abbey church with a central tower, 
rmind-arched windows, and gables topped 
hv crosses, the whole standing on a 
plinth of two steps. The seal of Hastings 
Priory (Fig. XVIII.), though in use as 
late as 1484, is obviously Norman in 
detail, and is specially noteworthy from 
the fact that the cruciform church was 
apparently roofed with thatch, as will 
be seen from the illustration. . With 
this may be compared the thatch shown 
on the seals of Ankerwyke, Burton-on- 
Trent, and Northampton, all mentioned 
further on. Sele Priory in Sussex shows 
the central tower and side turrets of its 
church ; and northern elevations appear 
on the seals of Sherborne in Dorset and

exhibiting eastern apses, porches, and 
towers. Twynham (now Christchurch), 
in Hants, has a merely conventional view 
of its priory church, bearing very little 
resemblance to the existing building. 

Of XIIth-century seals, one of the most 
remarkable is that of Ankerwyke Priory, 
in Bucks, an obscure house of Benedictine 
nuns long ago demolished. It shows a 
roughly-drawn church apparently built 
of timber framing, covered with a hipped 
roof of thatch, and surmounted by a 
large bell-turret. and cross, The ridge is 
crested and has a cross at each end, there 
are no windows, and only one round- 
headed door in a central position. There 
can be no doubt that this is a contem- 
porary view of an early timber church, of 
which about the only remaining example 
in England is the well-known building at 
(ireenstead, in Essex, though there must 
have been many in the wooded parts of 


the country. The illustration shows 
very well the early character of the seal 
(Fig. XX.). 


The famous Abbey at Battle, founded 
by the Conqueror, had two seals of 
which several impressions exist. The 
earliest (1175-1179), bearing the counter- 
seal of Abbot Odo, shows the Norman 
church from the north, with central tower, 
side-chapels, arcading, and other in- 
distinct details (Fig. XXI.). Under a 
central arch is the seated figure of the 
Abbot in an attitude of benediction. The 
later seal (c. 1212) has a west view of the 
church with a central tower and four 
smaller ones, two of which carry flags ; a 
doorway and arcaded clearstories are 





with an eastern apse and three towers, 
appears on the seal of the Austin Priory of 
Burscough, in Lancashire ; and on that 
of West Dereham, in Norfolk, the church 
has a tall central tower and spire. 

The Hospital of St. Alexius at Exeter 
is shown on its seal (dating from about 
1170), with an areaded  clearstory, 
gable-crosses, and quarterfoiled openings 
in its walls, while below is an arcade 
or bridge of six arches (Fig. XXII). 
Ipswich Priory apparently had a fine 
Norman church. The 
elaborate south view, with central spire, 


seal shows an 
external areading to nave and chancel, 
gables with crosses, and a porch. In 
the foreground are lines intended either 
for walls or paths, and overhead are 
figures of SS. Peter and Paul in circular 
medallions (Fig. XXIIL.). 

A very curious design is that on an 
ancient counter-seal of St. Bartholomew's 
Hospital, Smithfield, in which a small 
Norman church, with central tower and 
crosses on the gables, stands within an 
antique ship floating on the sea; above 
it is inseribed “NAVIS ECCLIVE ” (Fig. 
XXIV.). 

An early thatched roof and turret 
carried on semicircular arches occurs 
on the seal of the Hospital dedicated 
to St, John Baptist and St. John 
Evangelist at Northampton. The design 
forms a setting for the figures of the two 
saints, but is probably only fanciful 
and not intended to represent a real 
building. 

The earliest seal (1189) of Southwiek 
Priory, Hants, shows a church with 
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nave, chancel, and three towers. The 
later seal of this house possesses some 
fine architectural detail of the XIITth 
century, and will be referred to later. 

Only a fragment remains of the 
most ancient seal used by Tewkesbury 
Abbey; fortunately the magnificent 
church it represents is more perfect. 
This fragment, now in the British 
Museum, shows nothing more than the 
top of a tower surmounted by a weather- 
cock and some curious horn-like objects, 
probably intended for signs of good luck. 
‘The alien priory of Titley in Herefordshire 
had a fine vesica-shaped seal nearly three 
inches long, showing the church with a 
central tower, side-turrets, round-headed 
windows, and a door. The Holy 
Sepulehre, as a long chest with a roof- 
lid covered with a lozengy diaper, and 
supported on four feet, appears on the 
XIIth-century seal of St. Sepulchre’s 
Hospital at Warwick. A_ patriarchal 
cross stands on the lid, below is the 
sacred monogram, and on either side a 
tower with an areade of three semi- 
circular arches, a trefoiled window, and a 
cross-finial (Fig. XXV.). The last seal 
of this period containing architectural 
detail worthy of notice is that of St. 
Leonard’s Priory at Wroxhall, in War- 
wickshire. Here the patron saint stands 
under a large semicircular arch in the 
centre of a sectional elevation of the 
priory church. 

Many splendid seals date from the 
XTIIth century, and of these, sixteen 
are worthy of special remark from an 
architectural point of view, particularly 
that of the famous and wealthy Abbey 
of Glastonbury. 

The vesiea-shaped seal of Boxgrave 
Priory in Sussex bears an elevation of 
the church containing several foliated 
niches, in which appear figures of our 
Lord, the Annunciation, and the head 
of St. Blaise. The reverse is peculiar 
from its having pierced openings to allow 
of the figures being visible on both sides 
(Fig. XXVI.). A figure of St. Andrew 
seated under a round arch in the centre 
of the priory church, and holding in his 
right hand the patriarchal “Cross of 
Bromholm,” is represented on the seal 
of the Cluniac Priory at that place in 
Norfolk. Though it was in use in 1421, 
the design is quite a century earlier in 
character than that date. The Benedic- 
tine Priory of the Blessed Virgin and 
st. Modwenna at Burton-on-Trent had 
a somewhat unusual seal of vesica sha 
The Virgin appears seated on the shingled 
roof of a church-like structure with 
four turrets in the background, each of 
which has a thatched roof, a ball-finial, 
and round-arched windows, The style 
of this building is decidedly early, and 
the design must probably be assigned 
to the XIIth century, or perhaps to the 
beginning of the Transitional period 
between Norman and Early English work 
(Fig. XXVIL). The west front of 
‘erne Abbey church, in Dorset, is shown 

ith elaborate detail upon its seal, 
'1 the base, under semicircular arches 
ol masonry, are half-length figures of 
‘he two founders—St. Augustine and 
Kthelmer—their hands uplifted as if 
‘upporting the building above them. 
A rarity among ancient seals is the dated 
specimen from Combwell Priory, in 
Kent, It bears the inscription, 





“FACTVM ANNO GRATIE M’ © 
XXX TERCIO MENSE NOVEMBRI,” 
referring doubtless to the foundation of 
the priory in the reign of Henry II., and 
not to the making of this particular 
seal. In fact, the details of both obverse 
and reverse point to quite a century later 
than the year 1133. An interesting view 
of the Hospital of St. John Baptist 
near the east gate of Exeter is given 
on the seal of that house. The building, 
of church-like appearance, has a shingled 
roof with crosses on the gables, an 
external arcade of three semicircular 
arches, and a west entrance with double 
doors and enriched hinges. A_ ball- 
finial on the centre of the roof carries a 
large cross between two sprigs of con- 
ventional foliage. St, Saviour’s Abbey at 
Faversham in Kent had a very fine seal 
of this period. The obverse contains 
elaborate tabernacle-work — enclosing 
figures of our Lord, SS. Peter and Paul, 
and two heads of kings. On the reverse 
appears the Abbey church, under the 
central tower of which stands another 
figure of our Lord between those of 
Moses and Elias, in allusion to the 
Transfiguration. Two flanking towers 
contain emblems of the Evangelists, 
overhead two censing angels issue from 
clouds, and in base crouch the figures 
of Judas, Arius, and Julian the Apostate 
(?). All three towers have spires, angle- 
turrets or pinnacles, and arcaded walls 
(Fig. XXVIII.). On the magnificent 
seal of Glastonbury Abbey we cannot 
do better than quote the remarks of a 
recent writer, Mr. Gale Pedrick. In his 
book, “ Monastic Seals of the XIIIth 
Century ” (1902), he says: “The seal 
is one of intense beauty. The artist who 
called it into being realised to the utmost 
the magnificence and glory of the house 
for whose use it was intended, and, 
imbued with this perception, contrived 
that it should be a reflex of both—that 
those who viewed his work should say, 
*This is the seal of Glastonbury.’ 
Intrinsically it is of great interest, 
extrinsically this is excelled, since it 
suggests so much of history and tradition.” 
The obverse (Fig. XXIX.) contains an 
elaborate group of three niches, each 
surmounted by a foliated ogee arch under 
a@ square tower with crockets and 
innacles. The foliation of the arches 
is undoubtedly meant to suggest by its 
ingenious interlacing the famous Thorn 
of Glastonbury, which ancient tradition 
tells us was brought thither by Joseph 
of Arimathea. In the centre niche stands 
a crowned figure of the Blessed Virgin, 
carrying the Divine Child on her left arm, 
and holding in her right hand a branch 
of the thorn. On either side stand 
SS. Margaret and Catherine with their 
emblems, all three having their names 
written beneath. In the base is a small 
view of the Abbey Church. The reverse 
(Fig. XXX.) contains a similar group 
of three niches, but not quite so elabofate, 
enclosing the figures of SS. Dunstan, 
Benignus, and Patrick, each with his 
name. Below is a representation of 
the celebrated encounter of St. Dunstan 
with the devil, in which a red-hot pair 
of oom was the principal weapon. 
he seal of Kenilworth Priory (after- 
wards St. Mary’s Abbey) dates from 1299, 
and, like that of Burton-on-Trent, exhibits 
a figure of the Blessed Virgin seated on the

Merton Abbey in Surrey had a lar 
and beautiful seal made in 124). (), 
the obverse is a seated figure of the 
Blessed Virgin and Child upon a beaut. 
fully-carved throne beneath an elaborat: 
church-like canopy (Fig. XXX1.). The 
superstructure consists of a squar 
tower with spire and pinnacles, flanked 
by two gables, also pinnacled, and pierced 
by long narrow round-headed windows 
with foliated openings. On the reverse, 
St. Augustine of Canterbury appear 
under a similar canopy supported on 
two slender shafts, but with different 
details. 

The Cistercian Abbey of Robertsbridge 
in Sussex shows upon its seal a view of the 
chureh standing on a bridge of three 
trefoiled and pointed arches, the latter 
having a round embattled tower guarding 
each end. The church has a tall central 
spire and two gables with crosses, and 
in the field are the initials P.R. for 
“ Pons Roberti ” (Fig. XXXII_). 

Churches appear on the seals of Shaftes 
bury Abbey, Dorset, Southwick Priory, 
Hants (second seal), and the famou 
Priory of Walsingham im Norfolk. That 
of Southwick is especially fine, with « 
profusion of detail, and having the same 
peculiarity as Boxgrave, 7.¢., pierced 
openings in the reverse. The church 
of Walsingham occurs on both sides of 
its seal, with a long nave and chancel, 
transepts, and tall central tower, all of 
a style undoubtedly early in the XIIIth 
century. At Worspring in Somerset was 
a house of Austin Canons, dedicated to 
the Blessed Virgin and St. Thomas of 
Canterbury. The subject of the seal is 
similar to that of Langdon Abbey— 
the martyrdom of St. Thomas—and t 
is represented under an arch, over which 
is a bell-tower with ball-finial and two 
round-arched windows. 

The seals of the XIVth century at 
no less beautiful than those which 
precede them, but their numbers ar 
not quite so great as before. The 
second seal of Bury St. Edmunds 
contains an elaborate view of its famous 
abbey church with el and 
traceried windows (Fig. XXIII.) 5 
Augustine’s, Canterbury, has a oun 
design upon its fourth seal, apparen’ 
intended for a combined section ane 
elevation of the abbey church. ‘- 
enclosed by an ornamental arcade, 
forming three sides of an octagon, 5 
probably meant for the boundary w4 , 
the monastic precincts.

The reverse has taber- 
nacle work of three stories ; In the upper- 
most one are three niches enclosing 
figures of our Lord and two saints with 
censing angels, below them the prior 
hetween SS. Peter and Paul, and in the 


lowest compartment five kneeling monks. 


Outside the niches are kneeling figures 
of the founder and his wife, and the 
Wake arms are several times repeated. 
On both obverse and reverse the design 
is enclosed in a_ beautiful octofoil, 
enriched with ball-flowers and trefoiled 
spandrils, and all backgrounds are 
diapered. 

The Cluniac Priory at Lewes in 
Sussex exhibits an interesting view 
upon its seal of the church, standing on 
cliffs which rise out of the sea. It has 
four niches with figures of saints, a 


turreted spire or lantern, and two 
gable-crosses (Fig. XXXVI.). Godfrey, 
Prior of Pontefract, used a fine seal with 
a figure of himself sitting on a carved 
seat reading the Gospel of St. John. 
Overhead is a trefoiled arch surmounted 
by seven pinnacled turrets, each of which 
contains a bell, and is capped by @ 
fleur-de-lig finial (Fig. XXXVII.). 
The seals of the XVth century, though 
very fine, are for the most part disappoint- 
ing as regards architectural interest. 
Elaborate tabernacle work and canopies 
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are verv common, but there are hardly 
any that contain views of special buildings 
such as those previously referred to. 
Good examples of this period are the 
seals used by the Abbeys of Alnwick, 
Athelney, and Bardney, and the Priories 
of Beaulieu, Hants; Bilsington, Kent ; 
and Bodmin, Cornwall. The Benedictine 
Priory .of St. Nicholas at Exeter has a 
monastic or ecclesiastical building on its 
seal, with a central tower of three stories, 
embattled parapet, and two flanking 
towers. On the oval seal of the Hospital 
of SS. John and Nicholas at Portsmauth, 
a small model of the house appears in 
hase beneath a floriated cross. 

The seal of the Chapter-General of 
the Cistercians in England bears a view 
of a cruciform church with central 
tower ; and that used by the Procurator 
of Indulgences of the Hospital of St. 
Peter’s Castle at Budrun, shows an 
elaborate castle, with outer wall and 
cireular keep, all embattled. A later 
seal of the same official has the addition 
of a bell in the top of the tower. 

In the first article on this subject, 
published in our issue of March 7, by an 
unfortunate error in photographing at 
the British Museum the seal of Corfe 
Castle was omitted. It was described 
in the text as Fig. XIV., but the illustra- 
tion bearing that number is really the 
reverse of the Corporation seal of 
London.

The Tur annual budget state- 
County Couneil ment of the London County

much matter deserving consideration. 
The total annual expenditure of this body, 
including capital expenditure, is stated 
to be 15,936,5117., and the net debt 
49,797,3571., whilst the total debt of 
London secured on the rates, including 
the debts of the Borough Councils and 
the greater portion of the debt of the 
Metropolitan Water Board, makes the 
vrand total of 108,563,194/. The London 
County Council’s rate for general pur- 
poses remains at Is. 5d.; the rate for 
-ducational purposes now reaches Is. 7d. ; 
and the Chairman of the Finance Com- 
‘mittee could not hold out any hopes that 
the rates on this latter head of expendi- 
ture would not have to be further 
increased. The noticeable features of 
this budget statement relate to the so- 
called revenue-producing undertakings. 
It is needless to state that the steam- 
boats no longer appear in this category, 
but as regards the tramways it is satis- 
factory to note that the present Council 
has placed the whole surplus arising 
{rom this source (72,470/.) to the renewals 
reserve fund, and that it is their 
utention to treat the estimated surplus 
{ 110,883/. in the same manner, after 
educting 10,0002. for contingencies. 
\s regards housing schemes, the statement 
hows that, apart from considerable 
iarges on estates in the course of 
development, sufficient revenue is derived 
rom the dwellings to meet all out- 
goings, and, after providing for repairs and 
renewals, to have a small balance. As 
ve have pointed out before, the least 
satisfactory properties are those which 
lave been erected compulsorily to re- 
house displaced inhabitants, but ‘fhe

The Thames FROM the annual report of 
Conservancy the Thames Consivenny 
"Board, it appears that up to 

the end of last year about 1,000 cubic yds. 
of material have been dredged in the 
Lower Hope channel between Gravesend 
and the Mucking Light, in addition to 
some 320,000 cubic yds. in the navigable 
channel between Gravesend and London 
Bridge. A large quantity of material 
remains for removal in the lower reaches 
of the river, but by aid of the powerful 
dredgers now in operation there is 
reason for anticipating rapid progress. 
The work of forming a wide, deep 
channel in accordance with the pro- 
gramme of the Board is an excellent instal- 
ment towards the improvement of the 
Port of London, and its value deserves 
full recognition. The Conservancy have 
also made good progress with the deepen- 
ing of the channel between London 
Bridge and Teddington, and conducted 
dredging operations between the latter 
place and Staines. So far as concerns 
navigation on the Upper Thames, there 
seems little hope of developing traffic to 
any great extent unless a regular service 
of barges and suitable wharves are 
provided. These, of course, are matters 
quite beyond the province of the 
Conservancy Board, and ought to be 
considered by the various canal companies 
and others interested in inland navigation. 





The Planning IN consequence of the law 
— providing for the immense 
‘extension of the Antwerp 
Docks and for the demolition of the 
existing fortifications, the limits of the 
city will be greatly increased, and a 
large number of commun: will ultimately 
be merged in the town and port of 
Antwerp. The Belgian Government 
have promptly realised the desirability 
of guarding against the haphazard 
methods of town planning which result 
from uncontrolled individual efforts, and 
have appointed a special commission 
to study the numerous questions involved 
in the laying-out and construction of 
the future Greater Antwerp. The new 
authority includes representatives of 
the Public Works ministry, the burgo- 
masters of the yarious municipal and 
local authorities concerned, as well as 
experts in military, maritime, railway, 
and sanitary affairs. In the regulation 
of matters such as that to which we here 
refer, Continental nations certainly take 
the lead, but in the Housing and Town 
planning Bill now before Parliament we 
have satisfactory evidence that the 
subject has at last received practical 
attention in Great Britain.

sete: an r on “ Electric 
raced Semele Pialinects and 
‘amr’ Charges as Affected by 
Metallic Filament Lamps and Electric 
Heating,” /which was read to the Insti- 
tution of Electrical Engineers last week 
by Messrs. H. W. Handcock and A. H. 
Dvkes, discusses a subject which is of 
vital importance to the electric supply 
industry at the present time. As an 
illustration of how the metallic filament 
lamp affects the supply companies 
they quote the annual meter bill and the 
lamp renewal bill for an installation 
consisting of 686 lamps before and after 
the adoption of the new lamps. Although 
the total bill was reduced from 600/. 
to 420/., yet the cost of current fell 
from 5207. to 1802. Hence, whilst the 
supply company’s receipts fell almost 
to one-third of their former value, the 
lamp manufacturer’s receipts increased 
300 per cent., and the consumer affected 
a substantial saving. It is not surprising, 
therefore, that the companies are seriously 
contemplating raising the price per unit 
30 a8 to prevent working at. a loss. 
If the improvement in the efficiency 
of the glow lamp continues at its present 
rate there is no doubt that the price 
of electricity must shortly be raised. 
Within the last month metallic filament 
lamps have been placed on the market 
suitable for use on circuits of any voltage. 
Luckily, from the supply company’s 
point of view, the new lamps for direct 
current are all of high candle-power. 
It is highly probable that a low candle- 
power lamp of high efficiency will shortly 
he perfected, and hence the authors urged 
supply engineers to devise means of 
preventing their revenue from falling.

“short-hour” consumer from penalising 
the profitable “Jlong-hour” consumer, 
we do not see how it can increase the 
revenue sufficiently to make up the 
threatened deficit. “We strongly approve, 
however, of the wiiageohiiia’ Seek the use 
of electric heating appliances for all 
manner of domestic purposes should be 
encouraged. If these iances could 
be connected at once with any plug in the 
general house wiring we know that many 
consumers would use them.

in a gallery at the Imperial Institute 
building, are very badly placed for 
judging of them. They are all painted 
for a large interior, and to be placed 
at a considerable distance from the eye ; 
they are now against the wall of a narrow 
gallery, where one cannot get far enough 
away from them. But they impress us 
favourably. Four large semicircular 
compositions are to fill four arches under 
the drum of the dome; four smaller 
designs, each consisting of one figure 
only, with a gold inscribed background, 
are to fill circular panels fitting into the 
spandrels between the large arches. 
These latter are treated in a more severe 
decorative manner than the larger 
subjects; the figures, representing 
severally Religion, Law, Science, and 
Art, are draped so as to afford an effective 
contrast of colour. Of the four, Science 
is the finest and most effective. We 
doubt if the large lettering of the inscrip- 
tions on the gold backgrounds to these 
figures would be very legible from below ; 
they are rather faint, but it depends 
to some extent on how the light falls. 
Of the larger subjects the two finest are 
“ The Spirit of Light,” and “ The Spirit 
of Religious Liberty.” The latter is 
typified by the ships bearing the early 
settlers to Pennsylvania, their masses 
of red sail contrasting with the white- 
robed figures which fly before and guide 
them; the base of the composition 1s 
the outline of a long swell on the sea. 
This is both symbolic and decorative. 
The Spirit of Light is oddly typified 
by a crowd of flying figures which bear 
up light from beneath the earth, and 
behind which a group of derricks over 
oil-wells, with the level lines of a sunset 
sky behind them, make a most effective 
background. We have certainly not 
been used to think of the spirit of sweet- 
ness and light as a result of “ striking 
oil”; but apart from this, there is no 
doubt of the vigour and decorative 
effectiveness of the picture, which seems 
to have just the qualities that a decora-

A Threefold Aspect of Architecture. 

A paper, illustrated by numerous lantern 
slides, was then read by Mr. H. H. Statham 
on “A Threefold Aspect of Architecture — 
Tradition, Character, Idealism.” 

Mr. Statham said that the question of the 
value of tradition in architecture had been 
very much in the air lately. There was the 
Gothic tradition, which was still su 
for the most part to govern church architec- 
ture. There was the Georgian or Queen 
Anne tradition, supposed to represent the 
latest phase in which there was still a 
tradition of workmanship on the part of the 
artisan. The London School Board schools 
were, he believed, intended to represent in 
their style the latest tradition of London 
architecture. But all these were only 
chapters out of the history of tradition. The 
great architectural tradition was that of the 
column and capital, which dated back to the 
earliest period when anything that could 
intellectually be called architecture existed, 
From this point of view the Renaissance, 
often considered as a benighted abandon- 
ment of Gothic tradition, was really the 
return to an earlier and more universal 
tradition. The column and capital, whether 
carrying entablature or arch, had impressed 
itself on the whole of architecture ever 
since its form was perfected by the Greeks 
and Romans ; even the Gothic tall shaft was 
directly descended from it by perfectly 
obvious steps; and it became almost a 
question whether the column and capital 
had not become almost an integral part of 
architecture, just as metre, though it had 
nothing to do really with the expression of 
thought, had become an integral feature of 
poetry. Of course the mere addition of the 
classic order to a building in a mechanical 
kind of manner did not render it architectu- 
rally interesting; the Exchange and the 
Mansion House were two of the dullest 
buildings in London. But Gandon’s Bank 
of Ireland (originally the Parliament House) 
was not dull. Its effect arose from the 
modelling of the plan, and Gandon’s percep- 
tion that a colonnade on a curved plan had 
a fine effect; and would any stickler for 
truth maintain that it would be better if the 
columns were pared away and nothing but 
the wall-surface and windows left? The 
fact was that the use of the classic order, 
partly from its appearance, partly from its 
associations, was important in imparting 
dignity to architecture, as they saw in the case 
of the Place Carriére at Nancy, the stately 
effect of which could hardly have realised 
with any other type of architecture. Take 
again the older portion of the Louvre, the 
cross-block with the large pilasters. Fer- 
gusson was contemptuous about these 
pilasters, which, as he correctly said, had 
no relation to the yptesnace* or the interior 
arrangements ; but take them away, and 
what would be left ? They were png 
tectural framework, within which the 
utilitarian windows were arranged; and 
taking the actual effect of the buildings 
as seen on the spot, he considered that 
vilion the most interesting ion of the 
uvre. After looking at this instance of 





the order on a royal palace, it was curious 
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to turn to its hambler function in the loggia 
of Wren's quiet building, Morden College ; 
but here again was the column in a plainer 
form, affording architectural expression ; to 
be sure it had a structural function here, but 
a square post would have filled that. In the 
Vienna Parliament Houses they saw how the 
pure Classic tradition could nevertheless be 
made subservient to a fine and stately 
grouping which in itself was original archi- 
tecture ; and they might notice the fine 
effect of the contrast between the columnar 
order in the wings and the lofty rusticated 
base-story on which it rested. The German 
Parliament House showed the application of 
the classic tradition in a clumsy and heavy 
building, with great columns used to carry 
nothing but a break of the entablature and 
a statue. In the Musée Galliera at Paris 
they saw the classic order treated in a way 
of the architect’s own, under the influence 
of French taste; this was one of the most 
beautiful of modern classical buildings, and 
certainly quite original, though based on 
tradition. In the Grand Palais on the 
Champs Elysées it was difficult to see how 
there could be any finer or more suitable 
entry to a great art exhibition than this 
portico with its vast coupled columns, again 
treated with certain Preaek nuances of 
detail—perhaps a little too French ; and as 
to the great building opposite, called by 
eomparison the Petit Palais, that, with its 
remarkable plan, was a really new architec- 
tural conception, not the less so because 
traditional forms were employed in_ it. 
Then there were the Pylons at the new 
bridge adjoining ; “ useless columns again,” 
some would say ; no doubt a square pedestal 
would have carried the statues just as well, 
but how one would have missed the grace 
and the associations brought in by those 
angle columns; the whole designed, too, 
with a refinement worthy of the best days of 
the Italian Renaissance. Such work was 
the, best testimony to the thorough training 
which French architects received at all events 
in the traditional styles. 

Of course there were the cases where 
columns and pilasters were inserted because 
the architect wanted to do something and 
did not know what else to do. The Colos- 
seum, with its three orders of columns in 
three stories, had been criticised in this sense ; 
and it was true that the Roman aqueducts 
were troubled with no columnar orders ; but 
then that was pure engineering, whereas the 
Colosseum exterior was that of a place of 
amusement, and had to be made presentable. 
The columns there were in principle as defen- 
sible as Gandon’s at the Bank of Ireland or 
Soane’s at the Bank of England ; the mistake 
was in overdoing it—sprinkling orders all over. 
They should have carried up an immense 
wall and had one tier of columns in the top 
story ; a point which would be touched on 
gain further on. 

It might be noted that in many instances 
the order seemed to have been used on 
what was reckoned as the show-front of the 
bnilding and abandoned on the flank and rear 
xides—com pare the south front with the west 
front of Castle Howard for instance ; and the 
tront and side elevations of Cockerell’s 
branch Bank of England at Liverpool, the 
tront of which was one of the most refined 
and beautiful pieces of work of the- modern 
classic revival ; but at the flank he dropped 
the order and adopted a massive rusticated 
arch treatment ; which, it might be observed, 
gave much more of the expression of a 
Bank than the front elevation. But the 
contrast between wall mass and columnar 
architecture was always effective. Schinkel 
had made a bold effect in this way in his Nikolai 
church -at Potsdam, planting his columned 
cupola on the immense square mass of the 
substructure ; and in the Panthéon at Paris 
he thought the immense mass of wall at the 
“ides, decorated only by the heavy swags in 
the frieze, which had been c waste of 
money on mere masonry, was really the one 
touch of genius in the design. For Soufflot, 
an excellent architect, was not exactly a 





genius ; there was a stiffness and rigidity of 
line above the Panthéon, noticeable aw it 
was com with the earlier and less 
familiar church of Val de Grace. Mansart 
who designed, and Lemercier, who had the 
chief hand in carrying it out, were both men

And that brought them to the second part 
of the subject-—— Character. What was 
character in architecture? It was more 
easily felt than defined ; but it might be said 
to consist in evidence that the designer had 
treated the design in a special manner 
because he had a preference for that treat- 
ment. If he had no preferences there would 
be no character. Character might be shown 
in little things; a very simple street-front 
might have character @ special use or 
contrast in the way of employing materials. 
And character meant partly restraint and 
contrast. Some of the half-tim bered 
buildings often illustrated failed in character 
exactly because the thing was overdone—a 
kind of fireworks of black and white all over 
the exterior. There was much more character 
shown when the half-timber work was dis- 
posed so as to have a special structural 
meaning in its design and application. In a 
more monumental class of buildings the 
same principle held good. In the front of 
the modern cathedral of Marseilles, for 
instance, the disposition of! niches and 
statues in one series across the centre of the 
height gave them a special effect and mean- 
ing in the design ; while the front of Salisbury 
failed from the mere fact of the multiplicity 
of arcading crammed into every part of the 
surface, without var d special grouping or 
selection. As a whole, » ag pyramidal struc- 
ture of Salisbury, rising from and contrasting 
with the level lawn which formed its base, 
was an example of character on a grand 
seale ; but the west front was the weakest 
portion, for the reason above given, The 
character of Chambord chateau arose ffom 
the contrast between the multiplicity of 
chimney stacks and turrets above and the 
mass of nearly plain walling below; an 
equally elaborate treatment of the walls 
would have weakened it. So with the Strozzi 
palace with its grand cornice; a second 
cornice on a lower level would have weakened 
the effect. Then there was the character 
element in towers. There might be said to 
be two types of tower; the richly-treated 
square tower of the Somersetshire type, and 
the treatment in which there was a plain 
stalk carrying a strongly emphasised crowning 
story at the top. Barry employed both in 
the Houses of Parliament, to distinguish 
between the ceremonial and the utilitarian 
tower. The stalk type, which was an 
especially Italian type, probably had a 
utilitarian origin. The tower of the Signoria 
at Siena looked picturesque to us, but 
it was not built to be picturesque; it was a 
fighting tower, with a projecting platform at 
the top whence missiles could be discharged 
on the enemy below. But the Italian 
church campanile, with its lofty stalk and 
the open stage at the top, was always 
effective and characteristic, even in its 
simpler forms. The Tower Bridge towers 
were all wrong because, though they were 
really only utilitarian towers to carry the 
suspension chains and the tension girder, 
they were not emphasised as such, but 
divided into stages. and decorated with 
useless windows that meant nothing. They 
should have been carried straight up as a 
solid mass of supporting masonry, and the 
tension girders brought out so that the 
suspension chains could have been visibly 
attached to them instead of appearing to 
rest on the walls, which they aan of course 
rake down at once.

There was such a thing as making q 
building express its purpose in its character - 
at which the dd were very ty 
Labrouste’s Ste. Geneviéve Library was , 
kind of typical library exterior. which had 
been a good deal imitated. At the Pari 
Exhibition of 1900 the pavilion of the 
Pastellistes’ Society was, in some way, 
characteristic of pastel that, knowing the 
Pastellistes had a pavilion somewhere in t}y 
grounds, he had gone straight to it without 
any other direction than the look of the 
building. They did not think enough of 
this in . The new War Office was a 
dignified classic building, but there was 
nothing about it to specially suggest a 
War ; it wanted character in that 
sense. Then there was character in relation 
to site. A site on a hill, with the ground 
much lower on one side than the other, was 
a splendid opportunity: for an architect : let 
him make the most he could of the deep end 
of the building; exaggerate its height or 
depth if possible. In the competition many 
years ago for the then proposed Edinburzh 
Municipal building, the front was in the 
High street, whence the site descended with 
a steep incline to the low ground between 
the Castle-hill and Princes-street. Messr«. 
Leeming, who obtained the first premium, 
had a classic order towards High-street, 
which they carried round on the same leve! 
to the back of the building, all below being 
an immense mass of rusticated masonry 
with the order at the top of it. The eflect 
would have been splendid. In bis own 
design, founded on Scottish Gothic, he had 
carried the design of the High-street windows 
right along the flank elevation, where there 
was a deep descending staircase, leaving the 
wall all below it plain. That was the way 
to make the most of descent of the ground 
Most of the other competitors repeated the 
same kind of window design at a lower level 
as the steps descended. That seemed ‘0 
him to be wing away an opportunity 

How far could one combine character 
with the classic tradition ? It did not seem 
at first very easy, for tradition meatt 
universalism, and character meant indiv!- 
dualism. The Greek enpes had no 
character; they represented 4 nationally 
accepted type. Poelaert, in the Brussels 
Law Courts, attempted it by altering the 
character of the order itself, producing ¢ 
quasi-Asiatic effect which was not very 
satisfactory. It was better to seek character 
by grouping the classic forms than by 
altering them. Mr. Flockhart’s design ‘0! 
the County Hall* was an example ; that ws 
a design of a distinctly original character, 
tho built up of traditional materials. 
Mr. Belcher’s Chartered Accountants build- 
ing was an excellent example of character 
combined with tradition; in this «“

—o had come then to this : that the 
great classic tradition, judiciously used, 
made for dignity in architecture; that it 
could be combi with expression and 
character ; that character could give interest 
to buildings of @ minor class which did not 
rise into the region of tradition. Was there 
anything possible beyond all this; an ideal 
architecture which should represent qualities 
of gloom and gladness, sorrow or aspiration, 
independent of any traditional forms and 
details? In the hurry of modern life, when 
buildings were wanted quickly and clients, as 
Mr. Solness in Ibsen's play complained, 
“were anxious to have the p as soon as 
possible,” such abstract thought in architec- 
ture was difficult ; but it was well to keep 
before their minds the possibility of an 
idealised architectural design, if the oppor- 
tunity for indulging in it should offer. As a 
matter of fact, it seemed to him that the 
German architects did make some effort in 
that direction. Modern German architec- 
ture was guilty of many absurdities and 
eccentricities in the name of “ Art Nouveau ”; 
but things appeared from time to time in 
such publications as the Berliner-Architectur- 
Welt which really did seem to realise a poetic 
conception in architecture which rose above 
precedent. We found a design for the entrance 
to an apartment house, for instance, which 
was quite unlike the ordinary street entrance 
with pilasters and architrave ; or a design 
for a erematorium in which there was 
certainly a solemnity of expression which was 
a form of architectural poetry, and was as 
diferent as possible from what a French 
architect, with his Ecole des Beaux-Arts 
training, would be likely to evolve. These 
were small things; but what was done on 
a small scale might be done on a large scale 
and with buildings of greater importance, 
if the opportunity occurred and the mind 
were bent on it. Even in a condition of 
things in which architecture was so largely 
a business, and amid contentions with clients 
who wanted the drawings as quickly as 
possible, it was well to keep in mind the 
poetic capabilities of architecture— 
“Still waiting for the spark from Heaven to fall.”

Sadun, and if that was so, then it was not 
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their fault. On the other hand, they were 
told that they should follow tradition, and if 
they went back it seemed to be thought that 
the tradition they should follow was some 
ancient tradition—that of the Romans or 
the Greeks. The Romans and Greeks also 
followed tradition, but they followed the 
living tradition, which was going on all the 
time, and he felt that they also wanted to get 
the same living tradition. They should not 
be copying old things and reproducing. 
That was not tradition but reproduction. 
All the problems which the ancients had to 
face they dealt with and they settled them 
uncommonly well. They in these days could 
not do a new Corinthian Capital because it 
had been done. The ancient builders met their 
problems and settled them, but we in these 
days had got other problems ; they had new 
modern problems to deal with, and they had 
to settle them on their own lines and not upon 
the lines of the ancients or the Medievalists. 
He agreed that the more they could work 
together to solve these problems the better 
would be the final result. He did not, 
however, quite agree that they had entirely 
lost tradition. He was rather surprised to 
find the other day that his father was born 
before the XIXth century. He had not 
looked to see when his grandfather was born, 
but he supposed he must have been living 
when Chambers was alive. At all events, 
there were many persons in that room whose 
grandfathers must have been born when 
Chambers was living. Now, Chambers 
followed the tradition which Wren and Inigo 
Jones had made distinctly English. They 
thought 100 years a long time, but it was 
nothing at all in architecture. He thought 


that the tendency of the young men “vera { 


was to take up the tradition of Englis 
Renaissance as it was carried out by 
Chambers. They had not lost it. It was 
quite true that there was a great interruption 
when Gothic styles were interpolated. All 
of them many years ago thought that that 
was the only thing, but they had since seen 
to a certain extent that it was not the only 
thing. But they had not lost because they 
had tried other things. They had not lost 
the traditions of English stately, quiet, solid 
architecture, which was carried out in those 
times. Then he took it that the principal 
point in carrying on tradition where they made 
it modern was by the character they put 
into it. They took up the particular manner 
which had been worked out, and undoubtedly 
they put some special character into it It 
did not matter really what style they were 
working to—they could always show that 
character. He always thought that with 
Bodley’s work, which they all admired so 
much. Bodley followed medieval tradition, 
if they could so call it, very closely, and yet 
he put into it a character which was entirely 
his own. Although he seemed to catch the 
spirit of decoratei1 work, it never was 
decorated work of the XVth canes but it 
was Bodley of the XIXth century. That, he 
thought, was the sort of character they 
wanted, and it was also shown in Mr. Belcher's 
work on classical lines. That work departed 
entirely from strict classical lines, and was 
Belcher’s work, and they felt it throughout. 
This was the character they wanted to get 
into their buildings, following on some 
recognised plan. He believed it was Mr. 
Lethaby who in that room suggested that 
young men should meet together and decide 
amongst themselves to take up some manner 
and carry it through, and try each of them to 
improve upon it. Mr. Day, he thought, 
it was at the Architectural Association meet- 
ing the other day who said they should take 
up some building and improve upon it. He 
felt that they ought to be able to take up 
each other's buildings and improve upon 
them, and young men should work with 
real enthusiasm and without the spirit of 
being afraid of copying The other day a 
man asked him what he thought of copyright, 
and he replied, “I think nothing of copy- 
ight ; I should be ashamed as an architect 
to consider such a thing as copyright. 





He supposed that Norman Shaw felt the 
greatest pride that his work had been copied 
(if they liked to call it so), and that he had 
influenced almost every man of his generation 
in the style of his ik: Fancy Mr. Norman 
Shaw’s designs being copyrighted! He had 
never spoken to Mr. Norman Shaw on the 
subject, but he did not think he would wish 
it. It would be the stoppage of all the 
feeling Mr. Statham had suggested if anything 
of the sort were to come about, so far as 
architectural work was concerned. He was 
very pleased that Mr. Statham seemed to 
take a cheerful view of things, and did not cry 
out that they were no good atall. There had 
been a feeling about that they were all like 
sheep who had gone astray ; that each had 
gone his own way, and that there was no 
good in any of them. If that was the sort of 
position they were going to take about their 
own and each other's work, then they might 
be sure that the public of the country would 
take exactly the same one. The public 
would take them at their own valuation, and 
repeat that there was no good in any of them: 
He, on the other hand, thought they ought 
to have some enthusiasm for their own work, 
and certainly for the work of others whom 
they were living amongst and whom 
they were delighted to live with and whose 
company they enjoyed. If they could take a 
pleasure in their own and other men’s work, 
then architecture would be a living thing: 
He believed it was a living thing, and that 
they would go further and further, and it 
was for that spirit, which Mr. Statham had 
80 a ee that night, that he 
especially desired to propose a vote of 
thanks to him. 

Mr. J. Slater said he could honestly say it 
gave him the very greatest pleasure to 
second the vote of thanks. He had always 
felt himself that when Mr. Statham devoted 
his energies to journalism the country lost a 
man who might have been a very great 
architect. Mr. Statham’s knowledge of 
architecture all round was very great, and 
he had shown that night that his love of and 
his knowledge and appreciation of architec- 
ture was not in the least degree bornée. On 
the contrary, it was very cosmopolitan, and 
he was able to appreciate good architecture, 
whether old or new, whatever style it was 
conceived in, and whatever the characteris- 
tics of it might be. He was very much 
struck with his remarks on character in 
architecture, and he thoroughly agreed with 
Mr. Statham as to what character was. He 
also considered he was quite right in saying 
that the German modern architects had a 
feeling for picturesqueness, and for the 
binding together of form with modern 
necessities, which no other architects 
possessed. He would have been pleased if 
Mr. Statham had brought with him some 
specimens of modern American architecture, 
because there he thought they found the 
association of tradition (exemplified in many 
cases by the training which the American 
architects received in the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts in Paris) with modern requirements to 
an exceptional extent. No one who had 
seen the work in America of Richardson 
could fail to appreciate the effect upon his 
architecture of the combination of acquies- 
cence with tradition, and also the desire to 
accommodate absolutely new conditions. 

The motion having been passed, 

Mr. H. H. Statham said he had little to say 
in reply, and only a few words by way of com- 
ment. He agreed with what Sir Aston Webb 
said about Bodley’s work being distinctly 
his own, although it was Gothic. He did not 
know that he quite agreed with him about 
Chambers, but it was rather a curious 
comment on that that the design which had 
been chosen for the County Hall was what 
he would call distinctly a Chambers’ design. 
Mr. Slater had referred to American meen 
and he himself had a very high opinion of 
modern American architecture, bat was 
inclined to think they were rather too French. 
He always felt that if the Americans tried to 
work out something based on their own 
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spirit and their own national feeling, instead 
of rushing to the Ecole des Beaux-Arts and 
adopting French methods completely, the 
would do better. Now they adopted Frenc 
methods so completely that they would not 
scale the drawings because French architects 
would not. He thought the Americans had 
learned a great deal from the Ecole des 
Beaux-Arts, but had rather allowed it to 
destroy the chance of their making a sort of 
American style of their own which they 
might have made. It was the one thing 
which he regretted about American architec- 
ture. They had acquired a t deal of 
very precise learning from the French, and a 
very scholarly treatment of classical styles, 
but it was all in the French way, and they 
would rather have seen it in the American 
way if they could. At present it could 
hardly be said that there was any American 
way, but he looked forward to the time when 
the Americans would cut themselves free 
from the Ecole des Beaux-Arts and do some- 
thing which would express their own 
nationality and their own character a little 
more. As Sir Aston Webb had referred to 
the change of subjects for the paper that 
night, he would like to explain that this paper 
was not put in as a sort of stop-gap. e 
Council did him the honour some months ago 
of asking him to read a paper on the County 
Hall competition, and he consented, because 
he did not like to refuse to do anything the 
Council asked him to do, but the more he 
thought of it the more he felt that it was 
bound to become too personal, and after 
consultation with the President they came 
to the same conclusion. Therefore he offered 
a paper on an abstract subject instead of one 
which might lead to difficulties. For 
himself, he thought it was wiser. No doubt 
if a paper on the County Hall had been read 
they would have had a fuller meeting, and 
they might have had rather a quarrelsome 
meeting, whereas that evening they had been 
devoting themselves to a subject which 
although they might differ about they need 
not quarrel about. 

The President announced that the next 
meeting would be the annual general meeting 
on Monday, May 4, when the annual report 
would be presented for adoption.

The loyal toast having been proposed b 
the Chairman and honoured, ‘ . 

Mr. Arthur Keen, Vice-President, proposed 
the toast of ‘‘ The Royal Institute of British 
Architects.” He said the presence of Mr. 
Colleutt, the President of the Institute, to 
respond to the toast was quite enough 
guarantee that the toast would be received 
with enthusiasm, and the fact that their own 
President, Mr. Cave, their Treasurer, Mr. 
Hare, his brother Vice-President, and himself, 
and he thought all, ornearly all, the members 
of the Council were members of the Institute, 
was sufficient indication of the happy 
relations existing between the two ies, 
It was of vital importance for them that this 
should be the case ; on the one hand, because 
they carried on a large and flourishing 
architectural school, in connexion with 
which the advice and support of the leading 
members of the profession were most valuable 
to the Association ; and, on the other hand, 
because a great part of their work was 
voluntary, and they looked to the members 
of the Institute to do a good deal of it for 
them. He would acknowledge at once and 
freely their indebtedness for favours already 
received, and he expressed cordial thanks to 
those who had helped them with papers, 
and addresses, facilities for visits, gifts of 
books, money, and help of many other kinds. 
He thought he could compliment the Institute 
on its President. He had never heard him 
spoken of other than well, and he assured 
Mr. Colleutt that he was regarded in 
the Association with the greatest esteem. 
During recent years the Institute he presides 
over had been making marked progress and 
development, in all of which the President had 
had his share and borne his _ One of the 
Institute members was lately lamenting that 
the time of its meeting was too much occupied 
with discussions of business and policy, and 
wishing for a return of the old days when the 

uestions that agitated it were those more 
directly bearing on the art of building. 
Well, it was so, and everyone must regret it ; 
but it seemed to him to be merely an indica- 
tion of the fact that the Institute was getting 
into closer relations with the public. The 
Government and the municipal authorities 
were looking to it more and more for guidance 
and acknowledging its position and authority. 
This must necessarily result in a good deal of 
time being devoted to business questions and 
the professional side of its work in general, as 
opposed to the artistic. But the fact that 
the authority of the Institute was bein 
acknowledged was a great thing for them a 
and he believed it to be due in great part 
and perhaps mainly to the personal influence 
of its Presidents, and to the fact that they 
had been men of distinction and ability in 
the art they serve. When men like Sir 
Aston Webb, Mr. Belcher, Mr. Collcutt, and 
now, he hoped, Mr. Ernest George, held the 
presidency of the Institute, the public must 
surely acknowledge its value and recognise 
its standing. He congratulated the Presi- 
dent on the high position he held. From the 
time when he made the fine design that put 
the building of the Wakefield Town Hall in 
his hands, down to the present time, he had 
been looked up to as an artist of rare ability 
and a professional man of high s ing. 
They wished him health, long life, and 
continued prosperity. 

Mr. T. E Collentt, in response, said he 
believed that of late years the Institute had 
become more and more a force with the 
public. It was listened to by the Govern- 
ment, the London County Council, and by 
other bodies, and its work generally had been 
very much in the way of rapid advancement.

But if 
architects were to become extinct, there was 
no reason Why he should not wish the 
Association long life and prosperity, and that 
he desired to do very heartily. He could 
not tell them anything about the Association 
which they did not know, and he coupled 
with the toast the name of their President. 
The President, in response, said that what 
he had to say was a kind of recapitulation 
of facts which were familiar to most of 
them. The Association was that night 
in its sixty-first year, and they numbered 
some 1,750 members. The growth had been 
very rapid in the course of the last ten 
years, for ten years ago their membership was 
about 1,100. That in itself was a matter for 


‘ congratulation, and as to their schools, the 


Association had always been an educating 
body, and he believed they were now in the 
front rank of such bodies.

It was not to come into force at 
the moment, but it had been put forward by 
a member of the Association as a fact to take 
effect in the future. The money would be 
available for the student who successfully 
passed a certain examination, and also spent 
six months of his time in Italy in connexion 
with the School at Rome. He thought they 
would all feel gratified by such an offer, 
and that they had a member who was willing 
to do so much unsolicited. One sad fact he 
had to record was that just recently they 
had lost one of their esteemed Past-Presi- 
dents, i.¢., Mr. E. W. Mountford, whose work 
was well known to all of them, and whose 
interest in the Association in years gone by 
was very great. They had to lament the 
loss, but they had his memory, which was 
a valuable one. At the last dinner an 
unauthorised toast was proposed—i.e., 
“ Death to the Building Fund.” That was 
duly honoured, and he was thankful to say 
that that had borne fruit, and he was proud 
to say that the Association was free from 
its building debt. They had paid off the 
whole sum, amounting to 10,326/.—not 
entirely by their own efforts, but by the 
help and generosity of their friends, as well as 
by the donations of the members of the 
Association. % 

Mr. Louis Ambler then proposed the 
toast of “The Guests,’’ coupled with the 
name of Mr. Alfred East, A.R.A. He said 
that since the Jubilee banquet of the Asso- 
ciation eleven years ago they had never had 
so many eminent men at their annual dinner 
before, and the Association was honoured by 
their presence and by their help in various 
ways in the past—help which he was quite 
sure they would be ready to extend to them 
in the future. They had with them that 
evening distinguished members of the Royal 
Academy, the Mecca to which all art- 
workers looked and where they hoped to 
arrive. The Institute of Architects was 
well represented by its President, Mr. 
Collcutt, and the new secretary, Mr. 
Macalister. They also had with them: 
Colonel Preston, master of the Carpenters’ 
Company, which body had subscribed hand- 
somely to the Building Fund and had done 
so much for the education of those 
connected with building; Mr. ees: 
the organizer of so many Building Trade 
Exhibitions ; and many others connected in 
one way or another with the Association. It 
was a great advantage to meet these gentle- 
men, and he thought that no opportunity 
should be lost of associating with those who 
were in any way connected with the arts cc 
professions relating to architecture and build- 
ing, for nothing but good could come from 
such meetings with art workers, sculptors, 
painters, and those who practised the 
subsidiary arts, etc. 

Mr. Alfred East, in response, said it gave 
him much pleasure to reply to the toast 
because, although he was only a landscape 
painter, he had the honour to be associated 
with the Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects—a body which had done noble work in 
our country. He had listened with great 
interest to the good work done by the Asso- 
ciation in the past, and he believed they had 
a very brilliant future before them. He 
should like to remind them of their great 
responsibility. What was the first impres- 
sion we got of a country? Surely, when we 
enter a country and its capital city we 
gauge its civilization, its taste, its art, its 
Seaith, its opulence by its architecture. 
He would wish the younger members of this 

t profession always to bear in mind, and 

p before them, a grand ideal. There was 
one thing which touched him as a painter 
when he thought, when he knew, that the 
members of the architectural profession did 
consider the sister arts. They were all 





associated together for one grand ideal: 
Those who built the homes of the people— 
he would like to call them builders rather 
than architects; it was a grand name. 
Those who were the constructors of those 
great buildings which we saw around, he 
hoped would find a place in those buildings 
for the sculptor and the mural painter. 
They should not consider that their building 
was built unless it was adorned with other 
human expressions of thought in art. There 
was place for the decorative artist, for the 
painter, and the sculptor in a completed 
building. .He hoped that in the future, as 
far as economics would permit, that they 
would always bear in mind the privilege of 
giving a home to the sister arts. One could 
be eloquent on such as subject as architec- 
ture. To those who had travelled in many 
lands and who had seen the national expres- 
sion of the art in other countries, one 
speak with enthusiasm of that art; but he 
would merely say that the Association had 
given them a feast of good music, of good 
fellowship and human sympathy, and had 
brought them into touch with an art that 
they all admired and honoured.

Legal Golumn. 


THe Powers or WatER CoMPANIES. 

Tue case of the Attorney General v. the 
Frimley and Farnborough District Water 
Company, very shortly referred to in our 
issue of March 7, has already been carried to 
the Court of Appeal, where the decision of the 
Court below was affirmed. The Master of 
the Rolls said the case was one of great 
importance; and it raised the question 
whether the Water Company could create 
another pumping-station and works at some 
distance from the original undertaking 
without fresh Parliamentary powers. The 
original compulsory powers under the 
Company’s Act had expired, but there was 
a proviso that nothing in the section under 
which the powers expired “ shall restrict the 
Company from extending their works, 
mains, and pipes from time to time whenever 
it shall be necessary for the purpose for 
increasing or distributing the supply of 
water within their existing limits of supply.” 
There was also a section enabling the 
Company to acquire by agreement for the 
general purposes of the undertaking land 
not exceeding ten acres within their limits 
of supply, but “ no buildings shall be erected 
on such land except such as are required for 
the Company's waterworks.” The Court 
held that under the Act the Company was 
only empowered to make waterworks in a 
defined district according to the deposited 
plans, and that the proposed pumping- 
station was not an extension of their “ works, 
mains, and pipes,” but a new source of 
supply, and that the power to acquire land 
by agreement was limited to land acquired 
for subsidiary purposes ancillary to the 
main undertaking. For a new source of 
supply the Company would be compelled to 
seek fresh Parliamentary powers. This case 
depends upon the terms of the particular Act 
of Parliament, but it raises a question as to 
how many existing pumping-stations may 
have been erected outside the limits con- 
ferred upon water companies. Having 
regard to the importance of retaining rights 
over water, landowners should carefully 
scrutinise the proposed Bills of water com- 
panies and assure themselves that pumping- 
stations shall not be set up at any distance 
from the original ‘cndectohinn outside the 
limits conferred by Parliament and without 
fresh Parliamentary powers having been 
obtained. 

LANDLORD AND TENANT. 

Tue case of Andrew v. Bridgman (current 
Law Reports) is a very important decision of 
the Court of Appeal to and tenants. 
The plaintiff was the lessee of certain premises 








under a lease which contained the very usual 
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covenant, “ the lessee will not assign, under- 
let, or part with the premises without the 
assent of the lessor first had and obtained.” 
The lessee applied for leave to assign, but 
this was refused unless the lessee consented 
to pay 45, After negotiations this sum was 
paid, as the court found not under protest, 
and the lessee then brought this action to 
recover the same, alleging the payment to 
have been made in contravention of sect. 3 
of the Conveyancing Act, 1892. This section 
provides that where a lease contains such a 
covenant, unless the lease contains a special 
provision to the contrary, it shall be deemed 
to be subject to a proviso that no fine or sum 
of money in the nature of a fine shall be 
payable in respect of such licence or consent. 
The Court of Appeal, following a case, Waite v. 
Jennings (1906), have held that this section 
does not make a payment illegal, and, there- 
fore, that as the payment was made without 
protest, the sum so paid cannot be recovered. 
If the judgments are consulted it will be seen 
that where the sole ground upon which the 
lessor refuses to give consent is that he 
requires @ money payment the lessee is 
entitled to consider the consent as unreason- 
ably withheld and to act as if consent had 
been given. The effect of the section seems 
to be to imply the term very often inserted in 
leases that the consent must “ not unreason- 
ably be withheld,” and an instance of a 
tenant in such circumstances being held free 
to assign will be found in the case of Jenkins v. 
Price, noted in the Builder, August 24, 1907. 
DRaIns AND SEWERS. 

THe case of Bromley Corporation vt. 
Cheshire should be noted by householders. 
The question to be decided by the court 
was whether a twenty-four hours’ notice 
of the intention of the local authority to 
inspect premises under sect. 41 of the 
Public Health Act, 1875, where a drain 
is alleged to be a nuisance, is a condition 
precedent to the right of the local authority 
to recover the apportioned expenses of the 
work when done. Two adjoining dwelling- 
houses were drained into a sewer by a single 
private drain. On the application of the 
occupier of one of the houses a sanita 
inspector applied the smoke test, and, 
finding the drain wrong, served a notice on 
the owners of that house and of the adjoining 
house, requiring them to relay the drain. 
Default was made in doing the work and the 
local authority carried it out and sought to 
recover the apportioned expenses from the 
owners of the adjoining house. It was not a 
case of emergency in which event the section 
provides that the notice can be dispensed 
with. The court held that the object of the 
notice under this section was not to give the 
owner the opportunity of seeing the drain 
opened, but merely to enable the authority 
to enter the premises without committing a 
trespass. This notice is only given to the 
occupier, whereas expenses incurred in

Srpinc CHarRGEes ON RalLways. 

Tue decision of the Court of Appeal in 
Midland Railway Company v. Myers, Rose, & 
Co. is one of importance. The railway 
company had charged the defendants six- 
pence per waggon as siding rent, the defend- 
ants had refused to pay, and the action was 
brought by the railway company to recover 
the amounts due. After receiving a notice 
that such a charge would be levied, the 
defendants had continued to do business with 
the company, and the judge at the trial had 
held that there was a contract to pay the sum 
and had withdrawn the case from the jury, 
and had entered judgment for the plaintiff. 
In the Court of Appeal the court held that 
the question was not only whether there was 
a contract, but whether the charge in 
question was permitted by the Midland 
Railway Rates and Charges Confirmation Act, 
Is91, an Act the terms of which apply to 
ill other railway companies. The section 
which applies to the matter in question 
cnables the companies to charge ‘ such 








reasonable sum as the company may think fit 
in each case.” The court held that under 
this section the question of whether the 
ch were reasonable was one of fact 
which the defendants were entitled to have 
submitted to a jury, and the case was, there- 
fore, sent down for retrial. During the 
argument it was urged upon the court that 
the Act only applied when the railway 
company was compellable to render services, 
and not when the services were voluntary, 
but the court negatived this contention, and 
the judgments contain a valuable exposition 
of the law under these Acts and Orders.

Tue case of Mansell v. Valley Printing 
Company should be carefully studied by

and publisher and was possessed of cer- 
tain i suitable for advertisements 
which been executed for him by an 
artist in his — who had been duly 
paid for them. He had not published these 
pictures, nor had he registered them under 
the Fine Arts Copyright Act until 1906. 
Another artist in intiff's employ had 
surreptitiously copied these pictures and 
sold them to the defendants, who had perfectly 
innocently published them before tration 
by the plaintiff. On complaint being made 
to the defendants, they offered to stop 
further publication and to hand all remaining 
copies over to the plaintiff, but the question 
the Court had to decide was whether in such 
circumstances they had rendered themselves 
liable in damages. This was not a question 
of copyright, as that can only arise after 
publication, but involved the point whether 
the defendants were not liable for conversion 
at common law, and it was urged that this 
was not so, since they had acted innocently 
and had taken no physical thing from the 
plaintiff. The learned judge reviewed many 
of the cases dealing with the question, and 
decided that the defendants were liab'e 
in damages. The statement of this little 
understood proposition of law seems very 
instructive. The right of an author of an 
unpublished literary production or work of 
art is not confined to the material upon 
which it is placed, and he has an exclusive 
right to publish it or to refrain from publica- 
tion, and anyone publishing it without his 
consent infringes his legal right, and does 
that which is actionable. After publication 
and the expiration of the statutory copy- 
right, then the author's sale rights are at an 
end.

STREET'S ORIGINAL DESIGN . FOR 
THE LAW COURTS. 

As THE question of the addition of new 
courts on the ground to the west of the Law 
Courts has excited a good deal of interest, 
we have thought that some of our readers of 
the younger generation, whose recollections 
do not go back to that period, would be 
interested to see the illustrations of Street’s 
original design, which are here reproduced 
from-engravings published in the Builder 
in 1867. 

This was the scheme intended to cover 
the whole site, and which was afterwards cut 
down by Mr. Ayrton, the then Commissioner 
of Works, who in that capacity left a singularly 
unfortunate memory behind him. 

It will be seen that in this first plan the 
Central Hall was placed parallel with the 
Strand instead of being at right angles to it.

The plan seems certainly superior to that

The Record 
Tower, as we remarked at the time, looks very 
well, and we prefer it to the present tower.

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METROPOLITAN WATER BOARD. 

Ar the fortnightly sitting of the Metro- 
politan Water Board on Friday last week, the 
Appeal and Assessment Committee reported 
having received deputations from the London 
Chamber of Commerce, the Machinery Users 
Association, and other bodies, with to 
the terms which had been pr sed for the 
supply of water to premises where is 
both a domestic and a non-domestic consump- 
tion. The eapetesone — —— in 
view of the Board’s proposa ese com- 
bined supplies, as they are called, should be 
afforded under an agreement reserving @ mini- 
mum payment calcu ated at 5 per cent. on the 
rateable value of the premises su plied, the 
consumer to be entitled to take 1,000 gallons 
of water for each 1s. of the minimum rate, and 
the balance of his consumption to be charged 
on the trade scale specified in the Act, com- 
mencing at lid. per 1,000 gallons. An agree- 
ment as to the terms of these supplies was 
necessary in view of the fact that the 5 per 
cent on rateable value authorised by the Act 
covers domestic consumption only, whilst the 
meter scale applies to non-domestic purposes 
only; and it would have been extremely bur- 
densome to compel the two classes of consump- 
tion to be teken by onparete pipes and to be 
separately paid for. deputation urged

Southern Hospital.—In submitting their final 
accounts for the erection of the above hospital, 
Messrs. W. Johnson & Co., Ltd., had pre- 
ferred various claims, amounting in all to 
2,4017., in respect of delays and other matters 
arising out of the execution of the contract. 
The Hospitals Committee reported that, whilst 
they had satisfied themselves that there were 
good grounds for refusing to entertain some 
of these claims, they were satisfied that the 
contractors were entitled to some consideration 
in respect of the remainder of their claims, and 
that some allowance should be made under 
each head. These remaining claims embraced 
such items as (a) the extra cost occasioned by 
other contractors carrying out their works at 
the same time as the completing stages of 
Messrs. Johnson’s contract; (b) damage done 
by such independent contractors and extra 
labour involved in consequence; and (e) 
“forced extension of time in completing con- 
tract’? by reason of engineering and lighting 
works, and machinery work in the laundry. 
Whilst carefully estimating each of these 
claims. the Committee had given consideration 
to a statement by the accountant that, on going 
through and checking the final accounts, deduc- 
tions had to be e therefrom to the extent 
of 1,5772. 0s. 9d., with the result that the con- 
tractors had already received in respect of 
their contract an excess of 111/, 4s. 4d. apart 
from these claims. Having regard to all the 
circumstances, they finally agreed with the 
contractors that, in addition to the amount 
of 1112. 4s. 4d. above mentioned, a sum of 8212. 
should now be paid by the Managers in final 
settlement of the contract and of all claims by 
the contractors in connexion with their work 
of erecting the hospital.

Tas Great Bett or WESTMINSTER. 
Tue great bell of Westminster was recast 
at Mr. Mears’s —— in Whitechapel, last 
Saturday evening. It is yet to seen 
whether or not the operation was successful. 
We are told-that hot air was blown into the 
mould all the day, as required by the 
contract, and that there was an ample dead 
head of metal on the top of the casting. 
The bell will have to remain in the pit for a 
fortnight to cool; so that nothing can be 
known with certainty of its note or quality 
for some time yet. So much has been said 
of the failure of the former bell, that it is only 
due to Messrs. Warner to state that similar 
misfortunes are by no means uncommon, 
both in this country and abroad. The great 
bell of Montreal, the largest ever made here 
before Big Ben, was cracked in its first year. 
The St. Paul's bell was cracked, and had to 
be recast twice, even in Sir Christopher 
Wren’s time ; and the still more famous bell 
of Notre Dame, at Paris, was cast no less than 
three times over between the vears 1680 
and 1686, before a satisfactory result was 
obtained. The sooner the bells of Oxford 
and York share the same fate the better, as 
they are both obviously defective; the 
former so much so, that it has been doubted 
whether it is not really cracked somewhere 
already ; and the latter is almost disused.

DESIGN FOR AN OPEN-AIR THEATRE. 






THE illustration shows the perspec- 
tive view and a plan of the design 
submitted in competition this year 
for the Tite prize, which gained for 
its author, Mr. T. L. Vesper, a Certificate of 
Merit 

The plan is symmetrical in character ; the 
auditorium is entered from a forecourt which 
leads into a colonnade, at each end of which 
a broad flight of steps gives access to terraces 
flanking the auditorium. These terraces are 
bounded by a balustrade, with groups of 
sculpture at intervals. The stage has a 
semi-circular colonnaded screen in the rear, 
through which vistas of trees and a river 
would be raw the audience. The Pros- 
cenium is formed by pylons, surmounted by 
large groups of sculpture on each side of the 
stage. The perspective view shows a part 
of the semi-circular screen, and the pylon 
and fagade facing one of the side terraces. 

The whole scheme is a fine and dignified 
one, and the perspective view, as we observed 
at the time of the exhibition of the students’ 
drawings, was perhaps the best drawing in 
the room; 





AUSTRALIAN MUTUAL PROVIDENT 
SOCIETY'S NEW BUILDINGS, 
MELBOURNE. 

Tus building has just been erected at 
the corner of Collins and William streets, 
Melbourne, a site made historic by the 
fact that it was the corner upon which 
John Batman, the founder of Melbourne, 
built. It has frontages to Collins-street of 
#2 ft. 10 in., to William-street of 81 ft. 54 in., 
and to a lane at rear of 92 ft. 10 in. 

The building consists of basement, ground, 
first, second, and third floors, with care- 
taker’s quarters on flat asphalted roof over, 
and has been built to replace the old building, 
which had become very much out of date and 
insanitary, especially with regard to light 
and ventilation. 

The Society at present occupies the whole 
of the basement and ground floor; rather 
more than half the first and third floors, and 
one large room for agents on the second floor. 
he remainder of the s on the upper 
floors has been sub-divided to suit tenants, 
and let off, 


The main entrance door is in the centre of 





the Collins-street front, and a through @ 
lobby and swing doors direct into the Society § 


| main office—72 ft. by 60 ft., lighted by large 


windows in all four sides and a central 
stained glass dome, around the base of which 
are modelled the coats-of-arms of the 
different States and countries in which the 
Society carries on business, with the names 
of same in raised letter under. This apart- 
ment is so well lighted that even on a dull 
day it is not found necessary to have a single 
artificial light in any part. 


On through the swing doors 
teliecesd to, tention public space is entered, 
with a range of counters on either side, with 
desks behind. 

At the far end of this space, opposite the 
entrance door, is the Society’s own staircase 
and lift to basement and upper floors; to the 
right of the staircase are accountant’s, index 
books, typewriters’ rooms, and telephone 
exchange, and to the left sub-accountant and 
resident secretary's rooms. The floor of the 
accountants’ room is raised 1 ft. 6 in. above 
the general floor level for complete super- 
vision. 

In the basement is a hat and coat hall, 
42 ft. by 23 ft., fitted with hat and coat racks 
and rails, and a bicycle stand. This hall is 
also entered by a door for employées from 
the lane at rear, and opening off it are the 
general strong room, 48 ft. by 37 ft., with an 
inner strong room 23 ft. by 18 ft.; a 
stationery room, 30 ft. by 30 ft., with doors 
to lane for receipt or dispatch of goods; a 
luncheon room, 26 ft. by 23 ft. ; messengers’ 
room, workshop, heating chamber, lavatory, 
and bath-room. : 

On the first floor, entered through a lobby 
off a spacious landing are—Board room, 
27 ft. by 20 ft., with lavatory; library, 
22 ft. by 14 ft. ; two medical officers’ rooms, 
one 17 ft. by 15 ft., the other 17 ft. by 13 ft., 
with small laboratory attached, and lavatory 
accommodation for the portion let off. 

With the exception of the agents’ room the 
whole of the second floor has been let, the 
lavatory accommodation being in the right- 
hand back corner over that below. 

On the third floor the new industrial 
department is provided for, the accommoda- 
tion consisting of public, inspector manager's, 
clerks and typ2writers’ offices, and a strong 
room, the remaining space being occupi 7 
a lavatory for ladies, and offices let off wi 
lavatories, etc., a8 on second floor. 

The letting office entrance is at the 
extreme right of the Collins-street front, and 
opens into a hall and staircase fitted with two 

nger lifts, and gives access to the offices 
et off, and, in addition, to the industrial 
department, caretaker’s quarters, and a 
door to the main office. 

All the floors, and the flat roof, are con- 
structed of ash and cement concrete on steel 
joists, the concrete in the cases where the 
floors are finished with wood being brought 
up level with the top of the fillet joist, so that 
there is no air s under the boards to 
allow of the spread of fire ; and with the view 
of making the buildings still more fire- 
resisting, all sub-division walls throughout 
are in hollow terra-cotta. 

The brickwork throughout is in cement, 
the other materials used being as follows :-—

Malmsbury blue stone ; ground floor window-

Proposed Street to Lead Out of Bloemfontein- 
road, Hammersmith.—The Building Act Com- 
mittee reported that for some time past they 
had had under consideration the question of 
the formation of streets in the course of 
development of _ Ecclesiastical Com- 
missioners’ estate, abutting upon Ducane-road, 
Hammersmith. December 18, 1905, acting 
on behalf of the Council, they sanctioned the 
formation of a street in continuation, in a 
northerly direction, of Bloemfontein-road, end- 
ing at a point near Ducane- , on condition 
inter alia, that the parties interested should 
enter into a covenant to extend the new street, 
within a period of five years from that date,

In February, 
1907, application was made on behalf of the 
Commissioners for sanction to the continuation 
northward of Bloemfontein-road for about 
600 ft., with a proposed new street in a 
westerly direction communicating with Worm- 
holt-road. Having regard to the fact that 
Wormholt-road, though sanctioned by the 
Council on January 31, 1905, on condition that 
should be formed and laid out within two 
years from that date, had not been so formed, 
the application was, on March 26, 1907, refused 
the ground that the proposed new streets 
would not, at and from the time of formation 
or laying out, each afford direct communica- 
tion between two streets formed and laid out 
for carriage traffic.

The New County Hall.—The Establishment 
Committee submitted a long report in refer- 
ence to the provision of a new County Hall. 
In the course of their remarks they stated 
that— 

“In the accommodation for the use of 
members we have, contrary to our practice 
elsewhere, anticipated possible legislation, and 
made provision for an increase in the number 
of members up to about 200. We were advised 
that if a Council-chamber were provided for 
the present number only it would be ex- 
tremely difficult to enlarge it afterwards; and 
that any possible enlargement, even if origin- 
ally contemplated, would probably lead to un- 
satisfactory results. A similar argument 
applies in a lesser degree to all roome for the 
common use of members, while any superfluous 
committee-rooms can always be rca ge good 
use for the accommodation of the staff. 

In order to fix a reasonable standard of 
accommodation we have paid much attention 
to the amount of floor space which should be 
allowed for officials of the various classes, and, 
in addition to the Council’s own offices, we have 
inspected several large blocks of modern 
offices, both public and commercial. . Although 
the standard we suggest varies slightly in the 
different departments, the rmentioned 
approximate areas generally obtain. Heads of 
departments, 400 sq. ft.; chief assistants, 
250 sq. ft.; heads of sections, 150 sq. ft.; 
draughtsmen, 120 sq. ft.; clerks engaged on 
committee work and clerks dealing with plans, 
100 sq. ft.; ordinary clerks, 80 sq. ft.; typists 
and assistants engaged on routine work, 
50 sq. ft. We believe that these superficial 
areas in a well-lighted and ventilated build- 
ing are quite adequate for the efficiency of the 
work and the health of the staff; but we feel 
that any material reduction in the standard 
would be unfortunate. : 

A comparison of the schedule issued to the 
competing architects with that we now submit 
shows that, whereas the former schedule pro- 
vided for an increase of about 33 per cent. 
over the present central office staff of about 
2,100, this schedule contemplates an ultimate 
increase of about 25 per cent. We have also 
reduced the average floor space per Tom 
118°7 sq. ft. to 111-6 sq. ft.

The twenty-six tenements contain 
accommodation for 144 persons in one 
tenement of five rooms, one tenement of 


four rooms, fifteen tenements of three rooms, 
and nine tenements of two rooms. Nigel- 
buildings, which have already been completed 
and opened, contain accommodation for 364 
persons in eleven tenements of four rooms, 
twenty-nine tenements of three rooms, twenty 
tenements of two rooms, and eleven tenements 
of one room. The clearance of the areas com- 
prised in the scheme has involved the displace- 
ment of 1,402 persons of the working class, and 
rehousing accommodation has been or is being 
provided under the scheme for 1,414 persons. 

After transacting other business the Council 
adjourned at a late hour for the Easter recess 
until May 12.

Councn. Scuoot, Krxessrince.—The new 
Kingsbridge Council school of the Gowerton 
group has just been opened. The building 
gives accommodation for 398 scholars, and con- 
sists of seven classrooms grou round a large 
central hall. Separate cloakroome are pro- 
vided for boys, girls, and infants, and rooms 
are provided for the headmaster and teachers. 
The structure is faced externally with polled 
stonework with Forest of Dean stone dressings, 
and the roofs are covered with Bangor slates. 
Internally all walls have a glazed-brick dado 
4 ft. high. The cloakrooms and entrances 
have floors of red tiles, the remaining floors 
being pitch-pine wood blocks on concrete. 
The internal woodwork is stained and var- 
nished, and the external woodwork painted 
green and white. The total cost will amount 
to nearly 6,0002. The contractors were Messrs. 
Lloyd Becthers, Swansea, amd Mr. David 
Williams acted as clerk of works. The heating 
contract was carried out by Messrs, Legg & 
Sons, Swansea. The school was designed 
by and carried out under the super- 
intendence of Mr. James Nash, County 
Education Architect. : 

Counct. Scroot, Marpstons.—The new Maid- 
stone Council school in Tonbridge-road was 
opened recently. The building is of red bricks, 
with Staffordshire tiles.

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tion for 540 children. The boys and girls will 
pass into their various classrooms through a 
large central hall, 78 ft. by 27 ft., and 26 ft. 9 in.

New Pavition, Ruyt.—A beginning has been 
made with the Rhyl Council’s scheme for im- 
roving the front by the laying of the 
loundation-stones of the new pavilion, which 
took place on the 26th ult. The complete 
scheme provides for a pavilion to accommodate 
about 1,500 people, and ornamental gardens 
covering nearly 4 acres of the sand between the 
promenade and high-water mark. The cost of 
the scheme will be 14,000/., the contract for 
the pavilion being let at a little over 8,000/. 
The architects are Messrs. Smith & Mansell, 
the contractor being Mr. Griffiths, Stourbridge, 
and the contractor for the concrete Messrs.

Y.M.C.A. Premises, Barnstey.—New pre- 
mises are being erected by the Barnsley 
V.M.C.A., at an estimated total cost of 7,000/. 
The building is to be of brick, with a front of 
polished Yorkshire stone. Mr. Ernest W. 
Dyson is the architect of the work. 

‘Homes ror Eprieptics, Kine’s Heratn.—On 
the 11th inst. the opening took place of the 
colony established at King’s Heath by the 
Guardians of the parish of Birmingham and 
the Aston and King’s Norton Unions, for the 
care of epileptics and feeble-minded persons. 
The Joint Poor Law Establishment Committee, 
consisting of representatives of the three 
Boards, acquired Monyhull Hall and other 
buildings, together with 185 acres of freehold 
land, and on this estate six homes, a laundry, 
a general kitchen block, and a cottage for the 
head attendant. have been built. Monyhull 
Hall has been adapted to serve the purpose 
of administrative quarters, and provides a 
residence for the matron and female staff, as 
well as office, dispensary, and stores accom- 
modation. The homes provide accommodation 
for 216 persons. The purchase of the estate 
on which the colony is to exist cost 20,600/., 
and the homes and other buildings and works 
which have been erected and carried out have 
been estimated to cost another 30,0007. The 
new buildings, which form the first instalment 
of the general scheme, comprise three homes 
for men and three for women. Four of the 
homes are single-story buildings, the others 
having two stories. They are built of brick 
with a small quantity of stone dressing, the 
roofs being covered with Broseley tiles. There 
is accommodation in each home for thirty-six 
inmates, and a feature of the construction is 
the provision made for the efficient oversight 
of a class of persons who need to be watched 
with tender solicitude. In the two-story build- 
ings arrangements have been made to afford 
similar means of effective supervision of the 
dining and sitting rooms. Hot-water radiators 
warm the homes, but the sitting and dining 
rooms have also been provided with open fire- 
places and ample means of ventilation. The 
laundry, which is capable of extension, has 
been fitted with boiler and engine, washing, 
mangling, and ironing machines, and a drying 
apparatus, while the general kitchen block has 
been equipped in the most complete fashion. 
When the necessity arises a new administrative 
block will be built adjacent to the kitchen 
buildings, and the hall, which is now used for 








administrative purposes and to house the 
female staff, may then be utilised as a home 
for women patients. Subordinate male officers 
occupy the old lodge and gardener’s cottage 
belonging to the hall, and two male officers 
will reside in one of the homes, but most of the 
male attendants will live outside the colony 
when off duty. recreation and general 
assembly hall has yet to be provided, its erec- 
tion having been deferred.

Sewace Scueme, Leysurn.—A_ scheme of 
sewerage and sewage disposal has been carried 
out by the Leyburn Rural Council in this dis- 
trict. The scheme was prepared by the 
engineers, Messrs, Spinks & Pilling, and the 
tender of Messrs, Bushby & Sons, Preston- 
under-Scar, amounting to 2,770/., was accepted, 
and the automatic sprinklers and valves used in 
connexion. with the septic tanks were manufac- 
tured by Messrs, Mather & Platt, of Man- 
chester, and the rest of the ironwork used in 
the contracts by Messrs. Lee & Sons, Gomersal. 

New_Warer Svppty, Skecness.—For many 
years Skegness has been supplied with water 
from artesian wells about half a mile from the 
town. This water, though of good quality, 
was considered too brackish, and consequently 
the Earl of Scarborough decided to obtain a 
new supply, and borings were made at Welton, 
nine miles distant, under the superintendence 
of Mr, Percy Griffiths, C.E., of London. The 
results were so satisfactory that it was decided 
to proceed with the works, which have now 
been completed. 

Santrary Conpirion or Epinsurcu.—In his 
tenth annual report in connexion with the 
work done in the Sanitary and Markets 
Departments of Edinburgh during the past 
year, Dr. Williamson, the head. of the sanitary 
office of the city, says that six years ago it 
became evident that in order to deal with the 
large amount of overcrowding which was said 
to exist in the city, and in order to have a 
complete control over the smaller class of slum 
dwelling-houses, advantage should be taken of 
the powers which existed to measure all such 
houses, and to have tin tickets affixed on the 
doors of each, setting forth their cubic 
capacity and the number of persons which 
each could accommodate. The extent of this 
branch of work might be gauged from the fact 
that between 7.000 and 8,000 houses were found 
to fall within this category. These houses 
chiefly consisted of one or two rooms. It might 
safely be stated that the authorities had now 
this class of property so well in hand as to 
have not only on their books the exact measure- 
ment of each such house in the city, but to 
systematically visit them in circuit. One of 
the effects had been to reduce the overcrowd- 
ing which formerly existed to a large extent. 
Since the by-laws for the regulation of farmed- 
out houses and houses let in lodgings came into 
existence, - fewer — 557 farmed-out houses 
—representing a population of 1,656 persons—

DamMaGe TO Property By Heavy Mortors.— 
The Kensington Borough Council is informing 
the other Councils of an important test case 
that has been decided with reference to heavy 
motor traffic. The Kensington Council has 
recently successfully instituted proceedings 
against the owners of certain motor vehicles in 
respect of nuisance occasioned to residents by 
the passing of such vehicles along certain 
thoroughfares in the borough. The matter was 
first brought under the consideration of the 
Council by the receipt of numerous complaints 
as to the nuisance and annoyance caused by 
traction-engines and other heavy motor vehicles 
which pass along the streets during the night 
and the early hours of the morning, amd the 
first question that arose was whether the mavter 
was one for the affected parties to take action 
with regard to, or whether the nuisance was 
such that the Council could take proceedings, 
and upon this point the Council decided to 
take the opinion of counsel. A case was accord- 
ingly stated and submitted to Mr. Macmorran 
and Mr, H. C. Monroe, who had no hesitation 
in advising that, the interests of an important 
section of the inhabitants being concerned, and 
the proceedings being for their protection, the 
Council would be justified in taking proceed- 
ings on their behalf under the provisions of the 
London Government Act, 1872. Evidence was 
accordingly collected against one of the worst 
offenders, Messrs. Wild & Robbins, who were 
in the habit of using locomotives for bringing 
heavy loads of market produce through the 
borough on the way to Covent Garden Market. 
The fiat of the Attorney-General was applied 
for and obtained, and proceedings for an in- 
junction were instituted. The case was not 
contested, and an order was made by consent 
for a perpetual injunction restraining the 
defendants from driving or permitting to be 
driven any locomotive, engine, wagon, or other 
vehicle propelled or drawn by steam or petrol, 

along any roads in the borough in such a 
manner as by noise or vibration to cause a 
public nuisance. It was further ordered that 
the defendants should pay the sum of 285i. 
tewards the Council’s costs of the action. 

Prevention or Smoke Nvrsance.—The Bat- 
tersea Borough Council have decided to inform 
the London County Council that they approve 
of the proposed scheme for the prevention of 
nuisance from smoke with the exception of 
clause: e.

The pro- 
posal was to set back the western side of 
Woburn-place, Tavistock-square, and Upper 
Woburn-place, making the road 70 ft. wide. 
The total cost of the whole improvement would 
be 35,6002., and of that portion within the 
borough, 25,4002. The Improvements Com- 
mittee of .the County Council asked if the 
Borough Council would co-operate with the 
Council in the matter, and what they would 
contribute.—It was agreed to inform the 
County Council that the Borough Council did 
not see their way to co-operate in the matter. 

Temporary ScHoon AccomMopaTion.—In 
order to provide additional accommodation for 
school children, the Wandsworth Board of 
Guardians has decided to erect on land in 
Swaffield-road a temporary iron dormitory to 
hold about 100 boys, with the necessary officers’ 
rooms; and also four classrooms to accommo- 
date 240 children. 

Tur NationaL GALLERY.—In his report for 
1907, the Director states that the work of re- 
arranging and cataloguing the Turner draw- 
ings is in hand, and that Mr. Drucker has 
promised that the modern French and Dutch 
pictures which he lent for exhibition shall form 
a permanent addition to the collection. Mr. 
A, H. Buttery has effected a skilful relining 
and restoration of Sir Joshua Reynolds’s 
“Holy Family.” The galleries at Trafalgar- 
square and Millbank were visited on the free 
days by 567,659 and 292,816 persons, and on 
students’ days by 57,941 and 40,222 persons, 
respectively, the admission fees amounting to 
1,4487, 10s, 6d. and 1,0052, 11s. respectively, and 
showing a slight decrease. The daily average 
attendances on the thirty Sunday afternoons 
were 1,453 and 1,294 at Trafalgar-square and 
Millbank. The bequest (1903) of Colonel 
Temple West yields a capital sum of 94,805/., 
whereof the interest is available for the 
purchase of pictures, 

Consistory Court or Lonpon.—At the sit- 
tings of the Court, held on April 7-8 in St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, Dr, Tristram, K.C., Chan- 
cellor of the Diocese, granted faculties in re- 
spect of the churches of St. Alban, Acton Green, 
St. Peter, Cricklewood, and Christ Church, 
Somers Town, St. Pancras. In the last-named 
instance the faculty relates to the removal of 
the north and south galleries for a lengthen- 
ing of the windows to procure more light in 
the church, and to the shifting of the pulpit 
13 ft. westwards, at a computed cost of 5007. 
The church, as altered, will contain 800 
sittings; it was built in Chalton-street, 
St. Pancras, in 1857-8, after designs, in the 
Gothic style, by Newman & Billings, for a 
population which has since become greatly 
decreased. At the church of St. Alban, Acton 
Green, it is proposed to erect a side chapel 
with a holy table at the east end, to be 
separated by an iron railing from the rest of 
the church, and for use at week-day services in 
order to save the expense of heating, cleaning, 
and’ lighting the whole church when only 
small congregations attend. Om April 8 the 
learned Chancellor decreed the issue of a 
faculty whereby the vicar will sell to the Mid- 
dlesex County Council for 50/. a strip of the 
churchyard for widening the roadway, which, 
by the Order of 1903 for their light railway, 
must be not less than 50 ft, wide in all places. 
The Council agree to reinstate the work dis- 
turbed, to rebuild the wall along the new 
boundary, and to pay all costs incurred. The 
purchase-money will be applied to a repair of 
the north aisle roof and a decoration of the 
east end of the church.

Tue DESTRUCTION OF THE BERLIN GARRISON 
Cuurcu.—The Berlin correspondent of the 
Times telegraphs that the garrison church has 
been completely destroyed by fire. The edifice, 
which was situated in the centre of the city at 
a short distance from the Royal Castle, was 
consecrated, in 1722, and was erected upon the 
site of the first garrison church, which was 
built in 1703, but was destroyed by an explosion 
in 1720. The whole of the historic building, 
which for nearly two centuries has been a temple 
of fame of the Prussian army, was burned, 
and only the bare walls remain standing. 
Some seventy French standards and regi- 
mental colours were reduced to ashes, together 
with a number of paintings amd the famous 
organ. The church archives were saved, as 
well as a ‘portion of the valuable plate. The 
vaults, which contain the coffins of fifteen Prus- 
sian Field-marshals, and of nearly 200 officers 
of general rank, were only slightly damaged. 
The stained-glass windows, which were 
designed by the present Emperor William, 
have been completely destroyed. The material 
damage to the building is covered by insurance, 
but the historic trophies which the church con- 
tained are irreplaceable.

DANGEROUS STRUCTURE. 

On the 8th inst. Mr. Strange, on behalf of 
the London County Council, applied to Mr. 
Marsham, at Bow-street, for an order for the 
immediate removal of the building known as 
24a, High-street, Bloomsbury, on account of its 
being in a dangerous condition. It was a 
corner house at the junction of High-street and 
Lawrence-street, the ground floor being used 
as a shop, whilst the three floors above were 
occupied by various people, from eighteen to 
twenty in number, who were in danger from 
the possibility of the place collapsing at any 
moment. 

Mr. W. G. Perkins, District Surveyor, Hol- 
born, gave evidence in support of the appli- 
cation, saying he had inspected the house that 
morning. It was an old building and in a 
ruinous condition, as might be seen from some 
specimens he produced of the worm-eaten 
timbers. 

In answer to the magistrate, Mr. Strange 
said that places would be found for the people 
to go to who would have to be removed from 
the house. ‘
